It is natural for individuals to think 
first of their own homes, friends, and 
neighbors. For this there is no criti- 
cism to offer, but the Church of God 
must have a vision and interest in all 
the world and all its peoples. The Lord 
Jesus, instructing His disciples who 
were soon to bear the responsibility of 

romoting the gospel, commanded 
hem, “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” 
Mark 16:15. This the Church of God 
is endeavoring to do, and has gone a 
long way in a short time with limited 
means and few workers, which en- 
courages us to multiply our efforts. 
Only in the last few years have we 
had the vision and felt the responsi- 
bility for the work in foreign lands, 
and the farther we go the greater our 
burden becomes. We now have work- 
ers in about thirty countries and 
churches established in twenty-five 
countries. At the last Assembly we had 
735 churches in foreign countries, with 
a membership of 23,903; 497 Sunday 
Schools with an enrollment of 17,559; 
75 elementary schools with an enroll- 
ment of 2,811 students, and seven 
Bible schools in Guatemala, Salvador, 
India, Mexico, and three in Haiti. We 
have forty-six American missionaries 
and about 700 native pastors and 
evangelists, many of whom have been 
trained in our own missionary Bible 
schools. We also have an orphanage in 
India, and one in Haiti with about 
sixty-eight children. We are just now 
getting a good start in the foreign 
mission work. There are wonderful 
reports coming in from the various 
fields. 


HAITI 


In Haiti we have fifty-one churches © 


th a membership at last Assembly 
of 1,977. This number does not include 
many thousands who worship with us 
that can not qualify with our high 
standard for membership. The fire is 
falling in that country and great 
numbers are seeking God. Following 
we will quote three paragraphs of a 
letter to Brother M. P. Cross, Execu- 
tive Mission Secretary, from J. P. 
Kluzit, overseer of Haiti: 


“We have just returned from the 
convention of the Cayes district. We 


ere there over a week, visiting 
@ missions, and baptized 204. 
raise God! There was a very large 
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rep’ ‘sentation of our people from all 
our nissions in this big district—over 
3,000 were present. Some of them had 
walked three days to arrive, but it was 
worth being present! As usual, there 
was singing and praying and exhorta- 
tions for those who wanted to stay up 
and seek the Lord all the nights of the 
convention. A number received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. Everyone 
is on fire for the Lord. We have an ex- 
cellent group of workers there num- 
bering about eighty. 

“For example, in visiting Laborde 
mission, we have as a preacher and 
the one who takes charge of a day 
school of eighty-seven children, and 
evenings when there isn’t service, or 
even an hour before services, an adult 
class of fifty-five men and women, a 
well-educated man, but he has no 
shoes, no suit, and really needs much 
help. Our pastor in charge had been 
helping him with $2 per month since 
September, but this did not cover the 
needs for food, yet he kept faithfully 
at the school work which shows much 
progress. At the convention, he had to 
borrow a pair of shoes and a mis- 
matched suit and other clothes to 
make his appearance before his class 
in a special demonstration. 

“The work here in Haiti is growing 
by leaps and bounds. We can hardly 
keep up with it. Throughout all our 
missions the Lord is blessing with not 
only thousands of new converts but 
hundreds receiving the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. Everything is pointing to 
a ‘landslide revival.’ Praise God.” 


MEXICO 

Mexico, with its millions who have 
been deceived into the Catholic 
Church, is indeed a great mission 
field full of opportunities. When you 
cross the line from the U. S. A. into 
Mexico and observe the difference in 
the people and their manner of life, 
you can hardly believe your own eyes, 
and as you drive on down the Pan- 
American Highway toward Mexico 
City and the heart of the nation and 
see how poor and underprivileged the 
people are—going barefoot, living in 
their little huts with no furniture, 
and sleeping on the ground—it makes 
you want to do something to help 
those poor, humble people find Jesus. 
We have 212 churches in Mexico, with 
a membership of 6,416, and God is 


wonderfully blessing in that nation. I 
was in their convention last year. It 
was held in our large temple in Mexico 
City, and there were hundreds and 
hundreds who attended this great as- 
sembly. I saw people stand on that 
big rostrum in their native dress who 
never wore a shoe in their life, sing- 
ing and praising God with uplifted 
hands. Some of them had walked for 
several days to the convention. They 
ate cheap food and slept on the floor. 
One night during the convention they 
had a baptizing. A long line marched 
by and Brother Gonzalez, a very able 
Church of God Mexican minister, 
baptized them as fast as he could say 
the ceremony, for possibly two hours. 
I have never known how many were 
baptized. The Lord is wonderfully 
blessing in Mexico and we expect a 
great gain in membership this year. 
In one district convention in northern 
Mexico this year it was said that forty 
people were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 
JAMAICA 

The Lord is wonderfully blessing the 
Church of God in Jamaica. Brother 
D. L. Lemons was sent there as over- 
seer last Assembly. The Mission Board 
has bought some very fine property in 
the capital, Kingston, for a Bible 
School which is much needed to train 
our many fine prospects for the min- 
istry in that country and other near- 
by islands. We have some very able 
ministers there, some with good ta- 
lent and education sufficient to teach 
in our school. We have 177 churches 
in Jamaica, with a membership of 
5,265, and the number is growing all 
the time. Jamaica recently sent cut 
their first band of missionaries. 
Brother Lemons, writing the Execu- 
tive Mission Secretary relative to the 
missionary party, said, 


“TI, with a large host of Jamaicans, 
had the pleasure of seeing the first 
party of missionaries ever to leave the 
shores of Jamaica on behalf of the 
Church of God. They embarked on a 
steamboat en route to Turks and 
Caicos Islands. Their departure has 
done something in the hearts of the 
ministry of Jamaica. It brought emo- 
tions of joy and sorrow, hope and de- 
sire rolling together like mighty bil- 
lows of the sea pounding against the

Church” 

John D. Rockefeller, speaking before 
800 at the Waldorf-Astoria, among 
whom were Jews and Catholic leaders, 
appealed for a “reborn Christian 
church to promote applied religion, 
not theoretical religion.” This is what 
the Church has always been when 
God had anything to do with it. 
Anointed with the Holy Ghost, God 
had made it an active power to apply 
salvation to the unsaved by their ac- 
ceptance of the truth of the gospel. 
A “reborn” church is what Christ had 
in mind when He talked with Nico- 
demus. The trouble is that so many 
churches have cold and formal re- 
ligion and was not of the “reborn” 
type. Even Mr. Rockefeller sees the 
failure of such churches.

China 

The following report taken from 
The Fields gives details of the great 
possibilities of missions among 
“Over 400,000,000 people—some au- 
thorities say as high as 475,000,000— 
(who) live in China, with its outlying 
provinces of Mongolia, Sinkiang, and 
Tibet, an area of over 4,000,000 square 
miles. 

“The first, five-barred, flag of 
China’s republic represented five dis- 
tinct classes of people within her bor- 
ders, and though that flag has been 
superseded by another, the Chinese 
still refer themselves as ‘The Five Peo- 
ples.’ 

(1) Han, the Chinese proper, the 
‘sons of the Han dynasty’; 

(2) Man, the Manchu, former rul- 
ing class, overthrown in the rebellion 
of 1911; 

(3) Mung, the Mongolians; 

(4) Hwey, the Mohammedans, who 
are a distinct racial group as well as 
a separate religious factor; 

(5) Ti, the Tibetans. 

“Not included in these five groups 
are some 10,000,000 of aboriginal 
tribesmen, former residents of China’s 
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fertile valleys, now pushed back into 
the barren hills of southwest China.”

Juvenile Delinquency Decrease 


“Juvenile delinquency is down for 
the first time since it started its year- 
by-year increases in 1938. 

“From a 56% rise high in 1943, de- 
linquency in children between the 
ages of 7 and 16, fell 5% in 1944, ac- 
cording to a report just compiled by 
the Children’s Bureau, Department of 
Labor. 

“Community action through estab- 
lishment of juvenile divisions in police 
departments, curfew laws, youth clubs 
is reflected in a decline from 106,437 
court cases in 1943 to 100,951 cases in 
1944. 

“Greatest down trend was in com- 
munities under 100,000 population. 
There, delinquency cases fell off 13% 
while 77 urban courts showed only a 
4% decline. Boys represented four- 
fifths of the urban cases; offenses 
ranged from burglary to riding bi- 
cycles without a license.”

In 1 Cor. 3:10 Paul said, “As a wise 
master builder, I have laid the foun- 
dation, and another buildeth thereon. 
But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon.” We see the min- 
ister as the builder, and the people as 
the building material with which to 
build. Shoddy and unseasoned ma- 
terials are detrimental to permanent 
buildings, causing them to sag, lean, 
get out of line, becoming dangerous. 
Therefore, building for eternity and 
for the Church of God we should use 
good material. Sometimes the builder 
tries to get by, putting in materials 
that would be condemned by the ar- 
chitect; they are more easily secured, 
cost him less, and there would be 
more profit to him at the present time, 
completing the building sooner and at 
less cost to him. Paul must have seen 
some things of this kind in the minis- 
terial work that caused him to admon- 
ish every one to take heed how he 
buildeth on the foundation. May God 
help us as ministers in the Church of 
God to take heed how we build. In our 
desire to see the Church grow in mem- 
bership, let’s be careful that we don’t 
overlook the spiritual life and try to 
build with material that is unsound, 
trying to make gains ahead of the 
other fellow and have a big report. 

I suppose you may think I am pes- 
simistic, but let’s see if I am. When 
we try to make it easier than God made 
it, with less reproach to bear, until 
we are placing in material that is 
stubborn, self-willed, unruly, with less 
regard for the Church or its teachings 
and government than is best for its 
future well-being, we may expect trou- 
ble further on. I fear there is too lit- 

le being said about the Church and 
ts doctrines and teachings. Paul said 
it was the pillar and ground of the 
truth, and if that be true then it sure- 
ly is valuable enough to give heed to its 
government and teachings. When one 
minister ignores certain principles 
that are taught by the Church, and 
then another comes along and teaches 
what the Church stands for, the peo- 
ple become confused and think they 
are being imposed on. As building 
ministers, we should stick to what the 
Assembly has passed until it is re- 
pealed. If we fail to do so, and preach 
nd teach our own opinions, then an- 
ther comes along whose opinions may

Let us study 
to be wise builders, lest our works be 
burned and we suffer loss; wood, hay, 
and stubble will not stand the fire, 
also will deteriorate, so let’s build with 
lively stones, those who have been 
made alive by the Word and power of 
God, who are willing to walk in the 
light, who are willing to bear the re- 
proach and to please God and not 
themselves, who will be a living force 
in this world of evil and sin, who are 
not ashamed of the gospel, nor of the 
Church and its teachings, and will be 
as a monument to the builder’s min- 
istry, also to Him who brought life in- 
to the stones and made them living 
stones, as a mighty army with the res- 
urrection power in their everyday lives 
to spread the gospel to every nation, 
city, village, and hamlet. Life begets 
life. 

HE IS A SHEPHERD 

Acts 20:28, “Take heed unto your- 
selves and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 


overseers to feed the Church of God 
which he hath purchased with his own 
blood.” The shepherd is to see that 
the flock has food, water, and protec- 
tion. He must be alert if this is al- 
ways provided, since there are so many 
enemies of God’s people. To graze the 
flock on the same pasture for weeks 
and months, there would become a 
deficiency in the diet, and it would 
show up in many ways. Here we may 
name some of them: Discontent, then 
want to wander; leanness, leading to 
spiritual sickness and disease; hin- 
dering the increase of the flock, no 
conviction, no victory in life; the young 
become weaklings, the wool produc- 
tion drops, the income is greatly re- 
duced. The good shepherd who is 
thoughtful of his flock, leads them in- 
to green pastures of the divine Word, 
promises, and benefits, where there is 
an exhaustless fulness and variety of 
the best that can be had for the soul 
of mankind, whether it be the new- 
born or mature saint. The Word is in- 
structive, consolatory, refreshing, edi- 
fying when explained and opened up 
to the heart and mind, therefore am- 
ple supplies for each and all in due 
season. When there is not too much 
snow covering the ground, the sheep 
dig through and graze just the same, 
but the shepherd must be prepared 
with food should the snow be too deep 
for them, such as many trials, work- 
ing long hours, failing to pray. So the 
minister should be prepared unto ev- 
ery good work. 

The Word has plenty of roughness 
as well as dessert for a balanced diet. 
Jesus said to Peter, “Feed my lambs. 
Feed my sheep.” Some will be able to 
digest the strong portions right along, 
while others may need the milk oc- 
casionally. In the Word the admoni- 
tion is, “As new born babes, desire the 
sincere milk that we may grow; Strong 
meat belongeth to them that are of 
full age.” He is desirous of His people 
growing and becoming stronger. The 
shepherd is to watch over the flock, 
warning them of the dangers, admon- 
ishing, counselling, and directing them 
into safe and plain paths. Numerous 
are the dangers, from Satan, from the 
world, from false professors, from hu- 
man weakness, from the flesh, etc., 
also many are the infirmities and 
sicknesses which prevail. Many who 
start in the race fail to keep pace and 
lose the race. Paul said, “Let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience, the race that is set

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“Ohe Spirit of God Gncarnate 


JAMES B. 


We are privileged today to view ac- 
complishments wrought by God, 
through Spirit-filled groups of people, 
when we behold the Church of God 
and other full-gospel organizations. 
We recognize the great MINISTRY 
OF THE SPIRIT through lives that 
have been consecrated to the Lord, 
filled with His Spirit, and burned out 
in service to Him and humanity. Such 
worth-while results create within us 
that deep longing and grim deter- 
mination to carry on that which has 
been committed to our trust. There 
are certain conditions which, when 
met, will make it possible for these de- 
sires to be fulfilled. 

Notice with me a verse of scripture 
found in John 3:34: “For he whom 
God hath sent speaketh the words of 
God: for God giveth not the Spirit by 
measure unto him.” In giving his 
testimony concerning Christ, John the 
Baptist reveals the truth noticed in 
our text. In the original text the latter 
part of this verse reads, “For God 
giveth not the Spirit by measure.” In 
the 20th Century Translation it is 
translated thus: “For God does not 
limit the gift of the Spirit.” 

There is an inference in our text 
that those who do not speak the 
words of God have not been sent by 
Him. This text refers primarily to 
Christ, but in other references we 
learn that we have been sent also. 

Christ was the Son of GOD. He was 
GOD the SON. Yet, it pleased Him to 
carry on His earthly ministry through 
the power of the Spirit of God. It 
pleased God to give Him the Spirit 
without measure. 

Christ was SENT and often alluded 
to His commission. He was utterly ab- 
sorbed in this commission. He had no 
thoughts for Himself, His personal 
ambitions, hopes, or desires. He was 
not impelled by a spirit of competi- 
tion or rivalry. He was not obsessed 
with a feeling of superiority, nor was 
He hindered by an inferiority com- 
plex. He did not forsake the primary 
purpose of His ministry to arouse an- 
tagonism on some theological battle- 
ground, but He was sufficiently versed 
in scripture to defeat any foe. He de- 
sired only to speak the words of God, 
to obey His Father’s commandment, 
to accomplish His Father’s plan, and 
these constituted the program and 
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object of His life. He could have ex- 
ercised psychology and various human 
tactics, but to glorify the Father and 
accomplish His .purpose in life it was 
necessary to adhere to God’s plan. 
Miracles were performed, lives were 
changed, homes made happy, and the 
Father pleased, through the power of 
the Spirit of God, working in Christ. 
He lived His life as a servant, minis- 
tered unto the needs of suffering mor- 
tals, gave His life for the sins of the 
world, and proved to us that it is pos- 
sible to accomplish our Father’s will, 
through the SPIRIT OF GOD. 

Christ praying to the Father for 
the disciples said, “As thou hast sent 
me into the world, even so have I sent 
them into the world,” John 17:18. 
Paul, writing under the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost, to the church at 
Corinth, said, “And all things are of 
God, who hath reconciled us unto 
himself by Jesus Christ, and hath 
given to us the ministry of reconcilia- 
tion; To wit that God was in Christ 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them, and hath committed unto us 
the WORD of reconciliation,” 2 Cor. 
5:18-19. The Spirit of God descended 
upon Christ at the time of His bap- 
tism, anointing Him for His ministry. 
God sent His Son and anointed Him. 
Christ sent His disciples and promised 
to send them another Comforter. He 
kept His promise to them. The great 
commission has been handed down to 
us. Is it not reasonable to assume that 
we can and must be anointed for 
service? 


We have been given the responsibil- 
ity of carrying on the ministry of our 
Lord upon earth, that of reconciling 
the world unto God, through His 
Word. This obligation is not to be 
lightly considered. We have entered 
into an agreement ‘to carry on the 
work of the gospel until Jesus comes. 
We have assumed the tremendous 
task but glorious privilege of leading 
humanity to repentance and the joy 
of salvation. We will answer to God 
for the manner in which we accom- 
plish this work. The immensity of it 
overwhelms us and we acknowledge 
that in our humanity we would be 
crushed by defeat. In agony of soul 
we cry out, “O Father, how can we 
fulfill the great commission? how can 





we carry on this work of reconcilia- 
tion?” The command of the Lord 
comes to us clearly, as it did to the 
disciples of old, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost,” John 20:22; “Tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem until ye be endued 
with power from on high,” Luke 24: 
49b. Again we hear His promise, “But 
ye shall receive POWER, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me .. .,” Acts 
1:8. 

We have learned, through obedience 
to His Word and observation, that the 
Holy Ghost comes to the children of 
God who tarry. He comes in mighty 
power and endues us with power for 
service. The baptism with the Holy 
Ghost is the great need of the Church 
today. The attitude of humility, walk 
of holiness, and simple faith that is 
Gonducive to the coming of the Holy 
Ghost into our lives, as an enduement 
of power for service, is necessary if we 
would retain His anointing upon our 
lives and ministry. Paul admonished 
the saints at Ephesus to be “filled 
with the Spirit,” Eph. 5:18b. 

Church of God, let us be awake ® 
our present opportunities and respon- 
sibilities. “God does not limit the gift 
of the Spirit.”

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Ftealing for the Body Provided for All in the 


Isaiah 53:4-5, “Surely he hath borne 
our griefs, and carried our sorrows: 
yet we did esteem him stricken, smit- 
ten of God, and afflicted. But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are 
healed.” Young’s translation reads, 
verse 4, “Surely our sicknesses he hath 
borne, and our pains he hath carried 
them.” McClaren says of this verse, 
“It is to be kept in view that that 
which the servant (Christ) is here 
described as bearing are literally sick- 
nesses.” A. B. Simpson says of this 
scripture, “Therefore He hath borne 
our sins, Jesus Christ has also borne 
away and carried off our sicknesses; 
yea, and even our pains, so that abid- 
ing in Him ye may be fully delivered 
from both sickness and pain. Thus by 
His stripes we are healed. Blessed and 
glorious burden bearer.” The Apostle 
Peter quotes from Isaiah 53. 1 Peter 
2:24, “Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed.” Peter here states, first, 
that our Lord Jesus Christ bore our 
sins on the cross; second, by His 
stripes ye were healed. The Wey- 
mouth version reads, “By his wounds 
ye have been healed.” Moffatt, “It is 
by his wounds that ye have been 
healed.” Twentieth Century, “His 
bruising was your healing.” Worrell’s, 
“By whose bruise ye were healed,” 
healed in spirit, soul and _ body, 
through the suffering of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ in our behalf. Matt. 8:16- 
17, “When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast out 
the spirits with his word, and behold 
all that were sick: That it might be 
fulfilled that was spoken by Esais the 
prophet, saying, Himself took our in- 
firmities, and bare our sicknesses.” 


HOW MANY DID HE HEAL? The 
scripture said, “He healed ALL that 
were sick.” WHY DID HE HEAL ALL 
THAT WERE SICK? Was it merely be- 
cause of His sympathy for them? or 
was it that He might give His enemies 
a vindication of His divinity? It is 
true that He was full of sympathy, but 
this is not the reason He healed all 
that were sick, neither was it to prove 
His divinity. He healed all that were 
sick, as the scripture clearly tells us, 
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that it might be fulfilled as was spo- 
ken by Isaiah the prophet. Thus, we 
see clearly from these three scriptures 
that divine healing for the body is 
provided for ALL in the atonement of 
our dear Lord Jesus Christ. GOD IS 
NO RESPECTER OF PERSONS. 


In Acts 10:34 Peter said, “Of a truth 
I perceive that God is no respecter of 
persons.” Do you believe this scripture, 
dear reader? “Jesus Christ, the same 
yesterday, and today, and forever.” He 
healed all who were sick yesterday 
that came to Him in faith, He will heal 
all who are sick today that come to 
Him in faith. It makes no difference 
what the case may be. NOTHING TOO 
HARD FOR HIM. In Jeremiah 32:17, 
Jeremiah prayed unto the Lord, say- 
ing, “Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and stretched out 
thy arm, and there is nothing too hard 
for thee.” In the twenty-seventh verse 
of this same chapter we have God’s 
answer to Jeremiah, “Behold, I am the 
Lord, the God of all flesh: is there 
anything too hard for me?” No, dear 
reader, there is nothing too hard for 
Him. If you will come to Him in faith, 
it matters not what your affliction 
may be; you may have the dreadful

HEALING FOR THE BODY IN THE 
OLD TESTAMENT DAYS 


Genesis 20:17, “So Abraham prayed 
unto God: and God healed Abimelech, 
and his wife, and his maidservants; 
and they bare children.” Here we see 
that Abraham prayed the prayer of 
faith and the sick were healed. We 
read in Exodus 15:26, “If thou wilt 
diligently hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, and wilt do that which 
is right in his sight, and wilt give ear 
to his commandments, and keep all his 
statutes, I will put none of these dis- 
eases upon thee, which I have brough 
upon the Egyptians. FOR I AM TH 
LORD THAT HEALETH THEE.” Exod. 
23:25, “I will take sickness away from 
the midst of thee.” Deut. 7:15, “And 
the Lord will take away from thee all 
sickness.” Psalm 103:1-5. V. 3. “Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities; who 
healeth all thy diseases.” Sister Wood- 
worth Etter used to call it the 
“DOUBLE CURE.” We see in these 
scriptures healing for both soul and 
body—two streams flowing from Cal- 
vary, one to wash away our sins, and 
the other for the healing of all our

diseases. The prophet saw this be a 


tain, “In that day there shall be 
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fountain opened to the house of David 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem 


for sin and for uncleanness,” Zech. 
13:1. And as Sister Etter used to 
say, “When a person has a deadly dis- 
ease in his body, he needs cleansing 
from it just as much as he would if he 
had the leprosy of sin in his soul.” 
Faith in the fountain of life will 
cleanse the soul and heal the body. 
EVERYBODY HAS A TIME TO DIE 

But some people die before their 
time because they are not willing to 
accept Christ as their healer. To die 
with a disease does not mean that 
you die in sin. Many saints of 
God have left this world shouting, dy- 
ing with a dreadful disease. We find in 
2 Chron. 16:12 A MAN THAT DIED 
BEFORE HIS TIME. “And Asa in the 
thirty and ninth year of his reign 
was diseased in his feet, until his dis- 
ease was exceeding great: yet in his 
disease he sought not to the Lord, but 
to the physicians. And Asa slept with 
his fathers, and died in the one and 
fortieth year of his reign.” Here we 
clearly see from this scripture that 
Asa died before his time. There is no 
sugar-coating here, but the plain 
Word of God. In his disease he sought 
not to the Lord, but the physicians. 
Verse 13 says he died. 

Do not misunderstand me. It is not 
a sin to have a doctor or take medi- 
cine, but remember, you have to trust 
in one or the other. For my part, I 
take Christ for my healer. I do not 
say this boastfully, but humbly, to 
His glory. You may say that God works 
through medicine, but I will ask you 
here, WHAT KIND OF MEDICINE 
CHEST DID MOSES HAVE WHEN HE 
LED THE PEOPLE OUT OF EGYPT? 
In Gen. 15:26, you will find his medi- 
cine chest—“I am the Lord that heal- 
eth thee.” Psalm 105:37, “He brought 
them forth also with silver and gold: 
and there was not one feeble person 
among their tribes.” You may say 
you have to have a disease to die. No, 
you do not have to have a disease to 
die. When the Lord is through with 
you He can let you fall asleep. OF 
WHAT KIND OF DISEASE DID 
MOSES DIE? Deut. 34:7, “And Moses 
was an hundred and twenty years old 
when he died: his eye was not dim, 
nor his natural force abated.” 

I say humbly, that I challenge any- 
one to show me, either in the Old or 
New Testament, where anyone died of 
a disease who was fully trusting iv. 
God. If you are fully trusting in Him 
you will never die until your lifework 
is finished in this world. John the 
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Baptist was beheaded, but not until 
after he had said, “Behold the Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of 
the world.” Stephen was stoned to 
death (Acts 7:54-60) , but no doubt the 
way he died caused the conversion of 
Saul of Tarsus, who was the world’s 
greatest preacher, other than our 
Lord. 
A MAN THAT DID NOT DIE WHEN 
HIS TIME CAME 

2 Kings 20:1-6. God said to Heze- 
kiah, “Set thine house in order; for 
thou shalt die, and not live. Then he 
turned his face to the wall, and prayed 
unto the Lord, saying, I beseech thee, 
O Lord, remember now how I have 
walked before Him in truth and with 
a perfect heart, and have done that 
which is good in thy sight. And Heze- 
kiah wept sore. And it came to pass, 
afore Isaiah was gone out into the 
middle court, that the word of the 
Lord came to him, saying, Turn again, 
and tell Hezekiah the captain of my 
people, Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of David thy father, I have heard thy 
prayer, I have seen thy tears: be- 
hold, I will heal thee: on the third 
day thou shalt go up unto the house of 
the Lord. And I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years.” Now, dear reader, if 
you need healing for your body, could 
you pray this prayer with Hezekiah, 
with the tears streaming down your 
cheeks, telling Him that you have 
walked before Him in truth and with a 
perfect heart, and have done that 
which was good in His sight? Have you 
been born of the Spirit of God, sancti- 
fied and baptized with the Holy Ghost 
according to Acts 2:4? Have you 
obeyed the Scriptures and walked in 
the light you have? Remember, James 
said, “Be ye doers of the Word and 
not hearers only.” James 1:22-27. Are 
you abiding in Him and His words 
in you? John 15:7. How about Hebrews 
10:25, “Let us not forsake the assem- 
bling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is; but exhorting one 
another: and so much the more, as ye 
see the day approaching”? 


DIVINE HEALING FOR THE BODY 
IS THE CHILDREN’S BREAD 

Matt. 15:22-28, “And, behold, a 
woman of Canaan came out of the 
same coasts, and cried unto him, say- 
ing, Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou 
son of David; my daughter is griev- 
ously vexed with a devil. But he an- 
swered her not a word. And his dis- 
ciples came and besought him, saying, 
Send her away; for she crieth after us. 
But he answered and said, I am not 


sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. Then came she and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, help 
me. But he answered and said, It is 
not meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast it to dogs. And she said, 
Truth, Lord, yet the dogs eat of the 
crumbs which fall from their masters’ 
table. Then Jesus answered and said 
unto her, O woman, great is thy faith: 
be it unto thee even as thou wilt. And 
her daughter was made whole from 
that very hour.” 


This Gentile woman had everything 
against her, it seemed, to keep her 
from getting healing for her daugh- 
ter. Even the disciples begged Jesus 
to send her away because she was cry- 
ing. Alas, how many disciples of the 
Lord today, in their ignorance, are 
driving hungry, afflicted people away 
from their Savior. We see here, too, 
that Jesus told her He was sent only 
to the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael. But that did not daunt this poor 
Gentile woman. She was after healing 
for her daughter. She worshipped Him, 
and cried, “Lord, help me.” She hum- 
bled herself and was even willing to 
accept the crumbs from the Master’s 
table. Her daughter was made whole 
that very hour. If you will humble 
yourself as this poor Gentile woman, 
and seek Him in faith, you, too, will 
be healed. 


So many people will tell us today 
that only certain parts of the Bible 
are for us. Some say Matthew is for 
the Jew, Mark is for the Roman, Luke 
is for the Greek. They say the days of 
miracles are past and that all of these 
marvelous healings recorded were only 
for a privileged few. They will preach 
and tell us about Christ, but teach 
that He was only a historical Christ. 
But I want to tell you on the authority 
of God’s Word that He is living today 
and performing the same kind of 
miracles for those that believe as He 
did when He walked on the Galilean 
shores. He is still the man Christ Je-. 
sus, and is sitting at the Father’s 
right hand interceding for us. He said, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end.” 2 Cor. 1:20, “For all the 
promises of God in him are yea, and 
in him Amen, unto the glory of God 
by us.” All the promises in Him are 
yes, and there is not one no. It is 
always yes with Him. As Weymouth 
has it, “As certainly as God is faith- 
ful, our language to you is not ‘Yes’ 
and ‘No,’ for the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ, who was proclaimed among

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BIBLE SCHOOL IN JAMAICA 


We are happy to report that we have 
purchased a nice site for a Bible 
School in Jamaica and that the first 
session of school is now in progress. 
It is located on the Old Stony Hill 
Road in the Constant Springs section 
of St. Andrew’s Parish and consists of 
fifteen acres of land. The main large 
building is known as the Gray Guest 
House, which is a large house with 
several apartments upstairs. This will 
make a nice headquarters home for 
the overseer and some teachers. A 
large portion of the downstairs is di- 
vided into two large rooms with slid- 
ing doors between, which will make a 
very beautiful chapel. There are five 
other houses on the property besides 
the washhouse, car shed, etc. The 
property is located on high ground 
from which can be had a beautiful 
view of the City of Kingston. 

The following letter, written by one 
of the leading ministers there to 
Brother Lemons, expresses, I think, 
about the general feeling of the min- 
isters in Jamaica: 


“Greetings in the loving name of 
Jesus our soon coming King. 

“Dear Overseer, the joy of the Bible 
School so fills my soul that I hardly 
know where to begin my writing. The 
only thing I can say is, ‘Glory be to 
Jesus, let the hallelujahs roll; I am 
living on the hallelujah side.’ I can- 
not but use the words of Mary when 
she met with Elizabeth. She said, ‘My 
soul doth magnify the Lord and my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God my Savior.’ 
It is certainly true that we, the mem- 
bers of the New Testament Church of 
- God, were longing for a Bible School 
where our workers could be trained 
and therefore be better able to present 
the gospel to this skeptical world. 


“Dear Sir, we thank the overseers 
of the past who have tried their best 
although they have not had the op- 
portunity of seeing their plans being 
materialized, but thanks be to God 
who giveth us the victory to live to see 
the inauguration of the school. 


“TRIBUTE TO BISHOP J. B. CAMP 
“We think we are the leading holi- 
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ness body on the Island today. We 
won our position of leadership by pur- 
suing a policy of supporting those 
things which were good for the 
Church and her members, and reject- 
ing those which were bad, testing good 
and bad by the body of opinion on the 
policy and program of the Church. 
That was one of the sources of our 
strength and it remains still the main 
source of our strength today. Lastly, 
Bishop Camp, by confidentially and 
conscientiously organizing in such a 
way, made the holiness life a reality 
in the Church. He was succeeded by

who proceeded on a wider scope to put 
down some of the things that were 
embarrassing to government and, 
therefore, impeding our progress. He 
then brought in a new “Church Con- 
stitution” changing the old charter of 
eight members to a quorum of four, 
and also appointed parish pastors. The 
difference between the course pursued 
in the past and the course to be pur- 
sued in the future is not very great. 
It is still our duty, and must be the 
duty of the Church to support what- 
ever is good. It is more than ever our 
duty because our responsibility and 
progress towards the Church and holi- 
ness remains as ever it was in the past. 
“Bishop Thibodeau, a man of fit- 
ting personality, ability, and strong 
will power has, during the tenor of 
his office as overseer, done a very 
good job by procuring spots and help- 
ing to erect buildings for the com- 
fort of the members and the improve- 
ment of the Church. And then, after 
having surveyed the plans for the es- 
tablishment of the Bible School, was 
succeeded by our present overseer,

who like a gun never shot at random 
but, with the Mission Board holding 
the trigger, drove the nail right home. 
Praise the Lord.

Highlights of the Pacific West Bible 
Training School

The great Pacific West Bible Train- 
ing School, inaugurated to serve the 
Western District, over which Brother 
J. D. Bright is serving as Assistant 
General Overseer, has just closed its 
1944-45 successful term of school. 

Up to the present time the school 
has been located in Yakima, Washing- 
ton, but the ministerial group of the 
Western District has agreed to move 
the school this coming term to Sacra- 
mento, California, where it will be 
more centrally located to serve this 
great Western District. 

The school opened last fall under 
the able leadership of C. C. Rains, 
overseer of Washington and Oregon, 
as acting superintendent, and Broth- 
er V. C. Ramey, pastor of the Yakima 
church, principal. 

Brother V. C. Ramey has proven 
himself to be a well-managing, ca- 
pable faculty leader and supervisor of 
the school in the fact that a six 
months’ course was well covered and 
finished one month ahead of sched- 
ule. The above conclusion was impres- 
sively accepted by all who attended 
the closing exercises. The entire fac- 
ulty deserves our appreciation. 

The Pacific West Bible Training 
School is yet in its very infancy, being 
installed but a few years back, but it 
has won for itself a place of distinc- 
tion among the full-gospel people of 
this section of the country. 

The school opened last fall with 
many handicaps in view. First of all, 
sufficient dormitory space had to be 
secured for the girl students. After 
much prayer and consideration a nice 
eleven-room, all modernly furnished 
dormitory, with two bathrooms, full 
basement, and furnace heat, was pur- 
chased in a very pleasant location for 
the small sum of $5,500. Second, the 
war conditions infringed heavily up- 
on the general liberty of the school. 
Third, in spite of some of the stu- 
dents feeling led to go to Sevierville, 
and others to Lemmon, South Dako- 
ta, the Yakima school enjoyed the 


high peak of thirty-one students en- 
rolled, with a much greater outlook 
in view for this coming term. We are 
also happy to report that this school 
owns and operates an eight-room 
boys’ dormitory with two bathrooms. 
Both dormitories are well furnished 
with necessary equipment. 


The spirituality of the school this 
year was well reported of. Several 
students were saved, while others were 
sanctified and the entire student 
body blessed. At least three students 
felt a definite call into the ministry. 

Brother and Sister W. A. Nicholson 
were in charge of the music depart- 
ment, and very ably demonstrated 
their ability in developing the musical 
talents of the students. 

Last but not least we are all joining 
the student body, faculty, and board 
members in expressing our apprecia- 
tion for the faithfulness of Sister Shel- 
ton and Grandma Roberts who dedi- 
cated their time and service to the 
school as cooks. May God richly bless 
them for the faithful service they ren- 
dered. 

Our prospective enthusiasm for 
next year has been greatly strength- 
ened due to the fact that the school 
has been fully rededicated to and ac- 
cepted by the entire Western District. 
Therefore, with the full cooperation 
of each state overseer and their min- 
istry, along with the elderly advice and 
supervision of our esteemed Assistant 
General Overseer J. D. Bright, the 
school of the Pacific West will play 
its respective part in the future prog- 
ress of the Church of God and its 
ministry.

before us, looking unto Jesus the au- 
thor and finisher of our faith.” 

Spiritual disease so often is evident 
in the mind, in the heart, in the spir- 
it, in conversation, in the walk and 
conduct. Against all of this the min- 
ister shepherd labors, and endeavors 
to lead the flock to the great Physi- 
cian who can and will deliver and heal 
those who look to Him. He must keep 
his influence with the flock if he is 
able to lead them to the great Physi- 
cian. Many times the shepherd has la- 
bored and toiled until he hardly knows 
just which way to turn next that he 
may help one who has become dis- 
eased and has no appetite for the 
Word, is traveling on feeling instead 
of faith in God, discouraged, ready to 
give up the fight. What a responsibil- 
ity is that of the shepherd watching 
for the welfare of souls. The Lord will 
reward him who has done his best. 1 
Peter 5:4, “And when the chief shep- 
herd shall appear, ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not away.” 

HE IS A STEWARD 

1 Cor. 4:1, “Let a man so account of 
us as of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards. of the mysteries of God.” 
The steward is to preside over and pro- 
vide for household affairs—a steward 
of the house of God, not lord over 
God’s heritage, but an ensample to 
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the flock. In 2 Cor. 6:1 he tells us, “We 
are workers together with God” — 
stewards of the Word, the great truths 
of God, holding them in our own lives 
and conduct. “How shall they hear 
without a preacher?” The minister is 
to proclaim the mysteries, make 
known the great truths, declaring the 
whole counsel of God. Paul said, “It 
is required of a steward to be faithful” 
—faithful in his charge as a minister, 
to discharge his duties, preaching the 
Word, baptizing (some say too cold), 
administering the sacrament and 
washing feet (waiting for people to 
get worthy), teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have said un- 
to you, (oh I’m sure they know what 
the Church stands for), administering 
the government of the Church (my 
people don’t like government). 

The unfaithfulness of minister 
stewards has been a fifth column in 
the ranks of religious movements 
through the ages, and has opened 
channels of rebellion, ungodliness, dis- 
obedience, fanaticism, division, and so 
many churches of various beliefs until 
the masses look on in bewilderment 
and wonder how could it be, and why 
is it? Let’s be faithful to God who has 
called us; to the Church who licensed 
and appointed us; to the people unto 
whom we minister. 1 Thess. 2:4, “But 
as we were allowed of God to be put 
in trust with the gospel, even so we 
speak; not as pleasing men, but God, 
which trieth our hearts.”

land of Utilla. Brother and Sister Fred 
Litton preached for four weeks and 
434 were saved. After the revival there 
were but few cigarettes and cigars sold 
on the Island and the month they 
preached the liquor sales dropped 
from $300 per month to a sale of $3.50. 
THE NEED OF QUALIFIED MIS- 
SIONARIES 

There is a steady call for young and 
middle-aged men and women who are 
consecrated, baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, well established in the Church 
of God doctrine, and who have a good 
education and willing to hazard their 
lives for the gospel’s sake. 

The missionary is not depended on 
so much to preach the gospel as he is 
to teach and train the natives to 
preach and work for God. In every 
field there should be a school estab- 
lished with qualified teachers to train 
the native workers. We have fine pros- 
pects now in training at our Bible 
School in Sevierville, Tennessee. Let 
us pray that the Lord will send forth 
more laborers into the harvest. 

WE ARE DOING SOMETHING 
ABOUT IT 

The $1.00 per member drive in our 
Church for foreign missions has 
served its purpose. It helped us to 
know that we could do something 
about the foreign mission work, but 
to the most of us it now seems ridicu- 
lous. The Lord’s work should be car- 
ried on by volunteer service. Con- 
scription might be all right if no one 
will volunteer, but our people who are 
filled with the Holy Ghost and fire 
have enough in them that they are 
volunteering with their large contri- 
butions for this worthy cause. Recent- 
ly in a district convention here in 
Cleveland, when -the state overseer 
presented the mission cause, one man 
volunteered, and said, “I will give 
$50,” and several others followed with 
donations of $10. The offering was 
about $600. The first district conven- 
tion offering this year in North Caro- 
lina was over $1,300, and in every state 
the interest is running high and the 
offering is running much more than 
at any time in the history of the 
Church. May God help each of us to 
put our shoulders to the wheel in this 
great effort that we are making to 
preach this gospel to every creature. 

Judging from reports and general 
prospects, I believe this will be by far 
the greatest evangelistic year on the 
foreign fields that God has ever given 
us. It looks now as if we will have a 
ship this year.

you by us—by Silvanus ana Timothy 
and myself—did not show himself 
‘Yes’ and ‘No’: it is always ‘Yes’ with 
him. For all the promises of God have 
their ‘Yes’ in Him; and _ therefore 
through Him also we utter the ‘Amen’ 
to the glory of God.” You can take any 
promise in the Bible and stand on it 
and receive healing for your body. 
Even the twenty-third psalm, verse 1, 
is enough for all your needs. “The 
Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want.” Or Philippians 4:19, “My God 
shall supply all your need according 
to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” 
Here is a little Bible within itself. 


Now in conclusion I will tell you 
HOW TO BE HEALED. First, be sure 
your heart is pure and that you are 
free from condemnation. Read 1 John 
3:20-24. Be sure that you are washed 
in His blood and walking in all the 
light that shines upon your pathway. 
1 John 1:7. Then read all the promises 
on divine healing in the Word of God 
SO you will be thoroughly convinced it 
is His will to heal you, and when you 
pray do not say, “Lord, if it is your 
will heal me,” as that is not the prayer 
of faith. Jesus prayed only one prayer 
with “if” in it. “Father, if it be thy will, 
let this cup pass.” God’s Word is His 
will. Jesus went to Calvary because it 
was His Father’s will. The Word of 
God said He would go to Calvary to 
die for our sins. The Word of God 
teaches us that it is His will to heal us, 
SO we can stand on His Word, and seek 
healing, humbly, knowing it is His will 
according to His Word. 


No one would think of praying for a 
sinner to be saved and saying, “Lord, 
if it is your will, save this person.” 
Why? Because we know it is His will to 
save all who believe. But in the very 
same verse of scripture where we find 
that it is His will to save, we also find 
“by his stripes ye were healed.” Please 
note, “by his stripes ye were healed.” 
This is past tense. People who come 
seeking healing and expecting to get 
it some time in the future never re- 
ceive it. See Mark 11:22-26, “There- 
fore I say unto you, what things so- 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them.” Jesus did not say believe 
that ye will receive them some time 
in the future, but believe ye receive 
when you pray. Jesus said believe and 
you will sse. Amen.
